The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary reason 
for allowance is the inclusion of two flat portions having aligned open ended slots for each 
portion, the portions connected to one another by a hinge located at ends opposite the open slot 
ends, and a latch rotatably connected to the first portion and a pin that releasably connects the 
latch to the second portion to secure the anchor in an unfolded position. See claim 1 . The prior 
art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed features absent the applicant's own disclosure.
